He was picked up by George
Saur, foreman of Truck A, fire department,
and carried into the house, but he died be-
fore he could be again placed in bed,

The decensed was manager of the bottling
department of the Washington Brewing
Company. He was twenty-five years old
and leaves a widow and 1wo children. Cor-
onér Carr decided that an inguest was un-
necessary.
